PUBLICITY BY MEDICAL PRACTITIONERS. 


In consequence of numerous statements which have been 
appearing in the public press concerning the resignation of 
Sir William Arbuthnot Lane from the British Medical 
Association and the reasons therefor, it was considered 
necessary to convey to the public, by means of the daily 
press, the true state of affairs, and accordingly the following 
letter appeared in a large section of the newspaper press 
on September 3rd and 4th: 


September 2nd, 1926. 

Dear Sir 

In the public press yesterday evening and this morning 

statements have appeared regarding the British Medical Associa- 
tion and Sir William Arbuthnot Lane. Reports of Sir William 
Arbuthnot Lane’s resignation as a member of the British 
Medical Association and the reasons given for such resignation 
are apparently the cause of these statements. It may prevent 
a good deal of misunderstanding if I state officially that the 
Association has had no correspondence whatsoever with Sir 
William Arbuthnot Lane or concerning any of his actions since 
the latter part of the year 1925. 

The last incident with which the Association was concerned 
was that referred to in the following paragraph which appeared 
in the SuPPLEMENT to the British Mepicat JournaAt of December 
5th, 1925 : 

In some of the newspapers of June 6th last there appeared. 
reports of a speech attributed to Sir Arbuthnot Lane and 
delivered at a luncheon given by the English-Speaking Union to 
the American and Canadian doctors then visiting this country. 
The speech, as reported, included an attack on the status, the 
policy, and the proceedings of the Central Ethical Committee 
of the British Medical Association, Sir Arbuthnot Lane’s atten- 
tion was called to the yc pe reports, and this led to some 
correspondence between himself and the Committee. |The Com- 
mittee desired that this correspondence should be published, 
but regrets that Sir Arbuthnot Lane has not given his assent 
to this proposal. 

Sir William Arbuthnot Lane’s resignation was tendered in 
August, 1925, and accepted. .

On Thursday, September 2nd, commentaries upon the 
P-itish Medical Association’s attitude in regard to publicity 
by doctors appeared in certain London newspapers, and 
KA Association was advised by its Solicitor that two of 
these commentaries constituted a libel upon the Asso- 
ciation which would entitle it to redress. Accordingly the 
newspapers in question were informed that unless they 


| were prepared to publish forthwith an apology and ex- 


pression of regret, in terms to be approved by the Asso- 
ciation, proceedings would be instituted. 

The Daily Mirror, which was one of the two papers 
referred to above, published, in their issue of Tuesday, 
September 7th, a paragraph in the following terms: 


BRITISH MEDICAL ASSOCIATION. 
‘ Explanation and Apology. 

Our attention has been drawn to the fact that the article 
entitled ‘‘ Self-Advertisement ’’ which appeared in our issue of 
September 2nd has been interpreted as implying that members 
of the British Medical Association were pm am by motives of 
financial gain in taking exception to medical practitioners offer- 
ing through the medium of the lay Press free advice to the 
public on matters of health. 

We hasten to make it clear that we had no intention of con- 
veying any such impression, and that we realize that such an 
allegation is unwarranted, and that the policy of the British 
Medical Association in objecting to self-advertisement is dictated 
by disinterested motives from the point of view both of the 
public and the medical profession. 

We accordingly desire to express our sincere regret and 
apology to the British Medical Association and its members for 
any ee impression which may have been created by this 
article. 


This explanation and apology was accepted by the Asso- 
ciation. No apology was, however, forthcoming from the 
other newspaper, so the Association had no alternative but 
to issue a writ against its printers and publishers. 


As it would appear from various pronouncements which 
have been made by the public press that the Association's 
attitude in connexion with the publicity which is allowed to 
medical practitioners is misunderstood, it may be well, 
here, to republish the relevant paragraphs (numbered 
8, 9, 10, 11, 12, and 13) of the Memorandum on the Indirect 
Methods of Advertising which was approved by the Annual 
Representative Meeting in 1925: 

8. It is commonly agreed that channels must be open for dis- 
cussion between members of the profession for recording the 
results of research and clinical experience and for bringing to 
the notice of other members books published and facilities for 
treatment offered. The recognized channels are medical

Dr. C. Curis, professor of physiology at the 
London School of Medicine for Women, expended the grant 
she received last year in part én apparatus and in part in 
payment of a skilled assistant to help in the investigation 
of a method of measuring and recording the output of the 
heart. Professor Gask expressed the opinion that it was 
a useful and helpful line of work. A grant of £10 has 
been made to Professor Cullis. 

Dr. G. P. Crowpbrn is engaged in an investigation into 
the nervous control of the splanchic glands. Professor 
Gask reported that Dr. Crowden’s investigation, which is 
being carried on in the Institute of Physiology, University 
of London, appears to be a sound piece of physiological 
research performed under first-rate conditions by an 
experienced investigator. 

Mr. W. S. Duxs-Exper’s research is directed to ascer- 
taining the factors maintaining and influencing the intra- 
ocular pressure, with special reference to their derange- 
ment in glaucoma. He is working at St. George’s Hospital 
with Sir John Parsons, at the Physiological Institute, 
University College, under Professor A. V. Hill, and at 
Mount Vernon under Professor Leonard Hill. He pub- 
lished a paper on the therapeutic action of ultra-violet light 
upon the eye in the British Mepican Journau of May 29th, 
1926 (p. 891), and a number of other papers in the British 
Journal of Ophthalmology, the Journal of Physiology, aud 
the Lancet. Professor Gask reported that Mr. Duke-Elder 
was doing admirable work. It was resolved to renew the 
grant of £70. 

Dr. Georce Ricwarp James, who is working in Professor 
Beattie’s laboratory in Liverpool, has devoted himself to 
the study of streptococci. The late Vice-Chancellor J. G. 
Adami reported that Professor Beattie had spoken in the 
highest terms of Dr. James’s painstaking intensity, and 
added that a study of the papers he has written on the 
streptococci of scarlet fever and puerperal sepsis confirmed 
Professor Beattie’s impression. 

Dr. Rosert Pratt, medical registrar of the Royal 
Infirmary, Sheffield, has been engaged in the study of the 
absorption and assimilation of cholesterol in man. Professor 
Leathes reported that Dr. Platt had attacked the problem 
of whether the cholesterol in the blood could be increased 
by its administration by the mouth. Conflicting opinions 
had been expressed on this matter, but Dr. Platt’s experi- 
ments had made it clear that no appreciable change could 
be effected by increasing the intake either in severe per- 
nicious anaemia or in several other diseases, or in the 
normal! subject. 

Mr. A. P. Mrrcne.t, assistant surgeon to the Leith 
Hospital, Edinburgh, has studied thirty-three cases of 
ununited fractures in the course of his inquiry into bone 
regeneration in its relation to bone grafting. Professor 
Torrain Smith reports that Mr. Mitchell’s results appear 
to support the recent criticism of the doctrine of bone 
development commonly taught. A grant of £25 was made 
for the continuation of this research. 

Mr. THomas McWaurer inquiry into the 
neurotization of muscles in rabbits had been interrupted, 
and Professor Lorrain Smith reported that the results, 
though of great interest, were not sufficient to form the

National Health Insurance Service: Forged Medical 
Certi‘icates, 

It is understood that cases still come to light from time 
to time in which sickness or disablement benefit has been 
obtained fraudulently by means of forged medical certifi- 
cates, the forms having been stolen from practitioners’ 
surgeries. It is therefore of importance that practitioners 
should be reminded that books of certificate forms should 
be kept under conditions which will prevent their falling 
into the hands of unauthorized persons, 


Approved Societies and Ophthalmic Benetit. 

It is necessary to return to this subject because from the 
information that is coming to the Medical Secretary some 
of the approved societies are trying objectionable methods 
of circumventing their members whose doctors desire them 
to be examined by an expert ophthalmologist. The latest 
example is a letter issued from the headquarters of the 
National Amalgamated Approved Society informing one of 
its members that ‘‘ under the regulations of the Ministry 
of Health it is not permissible for the society to deal with 
any application for assistance unless supported by hospital 
prescription [the words ‘‘ medical certificate ’’ are crossed

for the convenience and advantage of the profession, which will 
be in a position to judge of the value of the information and of 
the manner in which it is conveyed. Even this legitimate kind 
of advertisement is capable of abuse. : 

9. It is the recognized duty and right of a medical man to 
take his share as a citizen in public life, but there is no reason 
why this should involve any advertisement of himself as a 
doctor, and, with due care, improper advertisement can be 
avoided. : 

10. Publicity is rightly allowed to medical men not in actual 
practice of their profession, since they cannot be regarded as 
using this publicity for the purpose of promoting their own 

fessional advantage, and in view of the official position of 

edical Officers of Health and other medical men who hold 
posts in either the public health or other public service, 
publicity is sometimes not only permissible but necessary for 
the fulfilmeAt of their official duty. The presumption in all 
these cases is that publicity is net sought for the individual’s 
own gain though it is possible that the practice might be 
abused and the presumption therefore fail. 

11. The publication of books and the delivery of lectures on 
semi-medical topics which are of general public interest and 
require medical knowledge for their proper presentation have 
been recognized as legitimate, subject to the avoidance of 
methods which tend to the personal professional advantage of 
their authors. There are many things innocent in themselves 
which may, by the manner and frequency of their doing, 
gravely contravene the principle that medical practitioners 
should not advertise. 

12. From time to time there are discussed in the lay papers 
topics which have relation both to medieal science and policy 
and to the health and welfare of the public, and it may be 
legitimate or even advisable that renal practitioners who can 
speak with authority on the question at issue should contribute 
to such discussions. But practitioners who take this action 
ought to make it a condition of publication that laudatory 
editorial comments or headlines relating either to the contri- 
butor’s professional status or experience shall not be permitted ; 
that his address or photograph shall not be published ; and that 
there shall be no unnecessary display of his medical qualifica- 
tions and appointments. There is a special claim that practi- 
tieners of established position and authority shall observe these 
conditions, for their example must necessarily influence the 
action of their less recognized colleagues. Discussions in the 
lay press on disputed points of pathology or treatment should 
be avoided by practitioners; such issues find their appropriate 
opportunity in the professional societies and the medical 
journals. 

13. After making all atlowances for all those modes of 
publicity for which there may be some justification, there 
remain many instances which can only be regarded as gravely 
and unnecessarily contravening the spirit of the notice of the 
G.M.C. The Association is convinced that in taking up an 
attitude of determined opposition to these undesirable journal- 
istic methods, the Association is acting in the best interests of 
the gg as well as of the medical profession. The extension 
of the system can only lead to a competition for public notice 
in which the more scrupulous men would be left behind, to 
the detriment of the publie, who are ill qualified to judge of 
the true worth of scientific opinions. The extension of the 
advertising habit among the profession in general would cer- 
tainly destroy those traditions of dignity and self-respect which 
have helped to give the British medical profession its present 
high status, and would gravely undermine the amenities and 
harmonious working of medical practice. 


SCIENCE COMMITTEE. 


SCHOLARSHIPS AND GRANTS FOR 1925-26. 
Ar its last meeting the Science Committee had before it 
reports of its visitors on the work done by scholars and 
grantees for 1925-26, together with statements by the 
scholars themselves. 

ScHoLaRsHIPs. 

Miss Heren M. M. Mackay, M.D., whose subject was 
secondary (alimentary) anaemia in infaney and _ ultra- 
violet light in its prevention and treatment, has worked 
at the Queen’s Hospital for Children, London, and at the 
Light Treatment Clinic in Bethnal Green. The visitor, 
Professor Gask, reported that the object of the research 
was to determine whether there was a seasonal increase in 
the amount of anaemia in infants during the winter ; if so, 
whether exposure to artificial light was of value; and 
whether evidence could be obtained to support the hypo- 
thesis that light brought greater retention of iron and so 


revented anaemia. The task was, he said, difficult 

ause of a variety of factors preventing it from being 
a clean-cut problem. As, however, so much had been 
claimed for artificial light any inquiry likely to elucidate 
the problem was, in Professor Gask’s opinion, worthy of 
encouragement. Dr. Helen Mackay was appointed an 
ordinary research scholar. 


Miss Auice Biroomrietp (third year) has been engaged in- 


studying the bearing of embryology on certain pathological 
conditions arising in the female genito-urinary tract, 
Attention had been directed especially to questions con- 
nected with the mode of formation of the lower end of the 
vagina and urogenital sinus, but the attainment of the 
results hoped for had been delayed by the difficulty of 
preparing the larger and older specimens fer serial study, 
Professor Gask reported that the work required serial 
sections of human embryos of various ages, and demanded 
a great deal of time and labour before any results could 


be forthcoming. The work has been done in the Anatomical 


Department of the St. Mary’s Hospital Medical School 
(Professor Frazer). 

' Dr. P. C. Ramwenr has been engaged in research inte 
the significance of the changes of the inorganic radicles of 


the blood in cases of chronic rheumatism, gout, and allied 


diseases. Dr. Raiment was reappointed for another year. 

Dr. J. M. Duncan Scott is working in the Physiological 
Laboratory of St. Bartholomew’s Hospital. Piofessor Gask 
reported that he had been engaged on several pieces of 
work—namely, (1) the medullary centres—the caudal exten. 
sion of the dorsal vagus nucleus into the closed medulla has 
been identified as a cell station for depressor reflexes; 
(2) depressor reflexes from spinal nerves; (3) rouleaux 
formation of red cells—a mathematical analysis of the 
theoretical conditions determining the length of the 
rouleaux, and the formation of side chains to rouleaux 
has been completed. These researches have been com. 
municated to the Physiological Society and will be published 
by it. The scholar has also made a fresh study of the 
precipitation of colloidal iron. 

In addition to the appointments above noted Dr. Claude 
Howard Whittle has been appointed Ernest Hart memorial 
scholar to investigate the pathology and epidemiology of 
pneumonia and pneumococcal infections. 


ResEarcu Grants. 

In 1925 a grant was made to Mr. Haminron Bamey, 
F.R.C.S., and Mr, Ggorce P. B. Huppy, F.R.C.S., jointly, 
for an inquiry into the treatment of urethral stricture, 
Professor Gask reported that Mr. Huddy had contributed 
two articles to the British Journal of Surgery—one ow 
urethral pouches, and the other on internal urethrotomy 
and its end-results. 

Dr. Dorotuy C. Hare has been engaged at the Royal 
Free Hospital in the clinical investigation of the cardie 
vascular conditions of women during normal pregnancy; 
she published a paper on certain cardio-vascular conditions 
im the pregnancy of normal women, including the response 
to efficiency tests, in the British Mepican Journsi of 
November 7th, 1925 (p. 841). Professor Gask reported that 
the work had been carried out in a painstaking manner. 

Mrs. Mary F. L. Keenrz, who is professor of anatomy 
im the London School of Medicine for Women, has con- 
tinued the researches on the organs of the human foetus 
which she has been carrying on for several years. 
Professor Gask reported that for the last six years she 
had been working on the development of the suprarenal 
gland and the onset of its functional activity. The grants 
made in 1924 and 1925 were expended on material and the 
services of a technician to cut sections. A paper on the 
subject: was in course of preparation, and Mrs. Keene pro« 
posed eventually to present her series of sections of humait 
embryos at different stages of development to some institu. 
tion such as the Royal College of Surgeons. A grant of, 
£10 for 1925-26 was made. ‘ . 

Dr. E. P. Povrron, assistant physician at Guy’s Hospital 
where he works, used the grant received last year for the 


manufacture of (1) apparatus for administering oxygen @ 


dyspnoeic patients, and (2) for a special tube to allow 
feeding imto the jejunum. Professor Gask expressed th 
view that the grant had been well spent.

The Oxford University Press placed among their recent 
publications Chronic Rheumatic Diseases, by Thomson and 
Gordon, and The Abdomen in Labour, by Norman Porritt, 
to whom the Sir Charles Hastings Clinical Prize was pre- 
sented at the Nottingham meeting. The first volumes of 
a new series of Oxford Medical Handbooks were also 


‘ shown, including Cameron’s Diseases of Children and 


Fairbairn’s Obstetrics. 

John Wright and Sons, Limited, of Bristol, showed 
among their more recent publications The Inflammatory 
and Toxic Diseases of Bone, a textbook for senior students, 
by R. Lawford Knaggs; a second edition of Rutherford 
Morison’s Introduction to Surgery, and a ninth edition 
of the Index of Treatment, edited by Robert Hutchison and 
James Sherren. There were many other works at this 
stand of great interest and value, as well as—and the same 
applies to all the others—excellent examples of the 
publisher’s art. 

Our contemporary the Lancet also had a stand at which 
its recent publications were well displayed.

The Medical Insurance Agency (British Medical Associa- 
tion House, Tavistock Square, W.C.1) this year brought 
especially to the front the question of the medical man’s 
motor cars, the Agency having secured to members of the 
profession a special policy only obtainable through its 
medium. In attendance at the stand was a motor engineer, 
with whom members were invited to discuss their motoring 
difficulties. The assistance given through the Agency to 
medical charities was also stressed. 

The Medical Sickness, Annuity, and Life Assurance 
Society, Limited, founded more than forty years ago for 
the benefit of doctors and dentists, gave particulars of its 
attractive policies. 

We have left until last the most beautiful and distinctive 
of the exhibits, which was by the Museum Galleries of 
London, and took the form of engravings, notably ‘‘ The 
Cries of London,” after Francis Wheatley, R.A., including 
a recently discovered ‘‘ Pots and Pans’”’ painting. These, 
with some original etchings by well known artists, and 
examples from the “‘ Gallery of one hundred famous men 
and women,’’ gave quite an unexpected touch of colour 
and beauty to an exhibition otherwise entirely scientific 
and commercial.

out] specifying the precise nature of your requirements.” 
An ophthalmologist on the Association’s list, who is also 
on the staff of a hospital, inquires whether he should give 
such a certificate, and has been informed that the Asso- 
ciation is not aware of the existence of the requirement 
of a hospital prescription by any Ministry of Health 
regulation. Also he has been advised that, as most societies 
are now in a position to pay for proper ophthalmic benefit 
on the reduced terms provided in connexion with the 
Association’s list, he should decline to allow his hospital 
to be used in this way. Gratuitous services at hospitals 
are supposed to be for the benefit of those who have neither 
the means to pay for themselves nor anyone to pay for 
them. This does not apply to the members of an approved 
society with a considerable surplus.

THE ANNUAL EXHIBITION.

THERMOMETERS, MicroscopEs, AND LABORATORY 
EquipMENT. 

Cuinican thermometers manufactured by G. H. Zeal, 
Limited, all made from British glass, were shown in 
several varieties. They were made entirely of glass, could 
be reset simply by pressing a flattened top bulb, and so 
did not require shaking down. The series included a 
magnifying clinical thermometer engraved with an index 
guide which enabled the mercury column to be focused 
immediately, and an ‘“‘ aseptic thermometer ”’ which could 
be carried in any antiseptic solution without damaging 
the engraving. This instrument, too, was made entirely 
of glass, the thermometer tube fitting the outer container 
like a stoppered bottle. 

Other clinical thermometers were shown by Short and 
Mason, Limited, of Walthamstow, but the principal exhibit 


of this firm was, as before, the ‘‘ Tycos’’ sphygmomano- 
meter, both in portable and fixed forms. The ‘‘ Tycos ” 
thermograph or recording thermometer, and a recording 
barometer giving magnified readings of small variations 
of atmospheric pressure, were also exhibited. 

A number of z-ray negatives made on Eastman ‘‘ dupli- 
tized’? g-ray film and of positive and negative prints 
from such film were shown by Kodak, Limited, together 
with the usual cassettes, intensifying screens, and general 
accessories for the radiographic department. A number 
of dental z-ray negatives on a special dental z-ray film 
were also shown, illustrating what is known as the ‘ bite- 
wing ”’ system for the early detection of cavities. 

Charles Hearson and Company, Limited, had their usual 
interesting exhibit of laboratory equipment, one out- 
standing feature being a new mod-l of a_ high-speed 
centrifuge (3,000 to 10,000 revolutions). Another new in- 
strument was a microscope fitted with a dark-field substage 
illuminator. The iaore usual models of microscopes, tor 
research and student purposes, figured in the exhibit, as 
well as projection apparatus, and there were drying ovens, 
incubators, and sterilizers of familiar patterns. 

The exhibit of Baird and Tatlock (London), Limited, 
included centrifuges of all types, and among other inter- 
esting apparatus were various filters, agglutination 
apparatus, respiration pumps, incubators, embedding baths, 
and all the equipment of the laboratory. It was empha- 
sized that every item on the stand was produced at the 
firm’s own manufactories. Another display of sterilizers 
for dressings and instruments was shown by a well known 
Nottingham firm—Manlove, Alliott and Company, Limited, 


Drinks AND Spas. 

If good wine needs no vintner’s sign, the various bever- 
ages at the Exhibition need no long description because 
they have beea familiar for very many years. Indeed, 
we were informed that the excellent dry ciders of 
William Gaymer and Son, Limited, of Attleborough, have 
been shown regularly at the Annual Exhibition for twenty- 
eight years. The lemon drinks of Stowers, the proprictors 
of which are Alexander Riddle and Company, Limited, 
were: added to on this occasion by some special orange 
drinks, similar to the agreeable “‘ orangade ’? commonly to 
be obtained on the Continent. Ingram and Royle, Limited, 
again exhibited their waters from French and other Con- 
tinental springs. Perhaps Eno’s fruit salt should be 
regarded as something more of a medicine and less of a 
beverage, but the effervescent saline laxative made as 
usual a refreshing corner in the Exhibition. In another 
category came Cadbury’s cocoas and chocolates, which it 
would be superfluous to praise. 

Four spas advertised their attractions. So many of the 
visitors to Nottingham were able to visit Buxton and test 
the truth of its claims that further advertisement was 
scarcely necessary; while Bath was fresh in the memory 
as the place of last year’s Annual Meeting, so that its 
stand, in which eighteenth century fashion was blended 
with twentieth century spa efficiency, struck a familiar 
note. The other spas were Harrogate, which proclaimed 
that it had all the Continental methods of treatment 
available, together with several methods peculiar to itself, 
and Droitwich, which laid stress on its famous brine, said 
to be the strongest saline water in existence. 


Books. 
Half a dozen excellent book-stands were included in the 
Exhibition. W. B. Saunders Company, Limited, displayed 
a large number of fresh works or new editions published 


since the last Annual Meeting, many of them by American
